Cultural Notes on Lilies 


All Lilies prefer a bright, weli-drained location, 
although the degree of brightness is not as im- 
portant as drainage. Planting depth is most: im- 
portant. All of the Lilies offered on this page, 
with the exception of Madonna Lilies, are known 
as stem-rooting Lilies and should therefore be 
planted to a depth of at least 8 inches for the 
large bulbs and 6 inches for the smaller bulbs.

8 inches from the crown of the bulb to the soil 
surface.
